I beceme « wmeuber of the LaAINIioN cilNiuiv in April, 19338. 
while mwoHIwOlU, Kingoro, pr. ‘dent of the society wes awey on 
ictive military duty, I being un edvisor to the society, acted 
for him as presidont pro temp. Upon his return in april 1939 

i relinunished ay post of sdvisor unc beceme a councillor and 
reucinea so till the dissolution of the society in Uctober 1940. 


The purposes of the DalulduN LENNY were to ebolish the esta- 
blished parties anc to accomplish comestic revorm since the 
general public fecling at that tine vus thet these parties and 
the 2albsiol, in collusion hea selvishiy eppropriated to then- 
selves the government to such catent that extrenie corruption 

was raiapant everywhere and tne only ones whom the public coulda 
trust wore the ulliteary and the juciciury. The vsliiInUN oLINEN- 
TO absolutely did not have aggressive wur usits objective. 


The membership in the vaAlulnuN oLINLNiv rluctuc.ed somevhat but 
it never reeched 20,000. It never inciuded a single miitary 
man on the octive list or 4a single inrluentiul government offici- 
al. 


The expenses of the LaiNlnvd oblilsaiv were wet by the ¥ 1 
yearly maubership fee end the ¥ 1 entrance fee puid in by cach 
menuber of the society. the society never received ony frinenecl- 
al aid frou the military or from ony otnor source. 


The "Yeiyo Doi Nihon", which is the oificiul uews orgen of the 
society, wes not circuletedc outside cr its membership.

Aogressive Var wis ubsolutely no part of 
the society's objectives.

member. the society never recuived any financial aid from th 
ilitery or from <ny other source. 


The DAININUN suatlict¥ul took over the meni ement of the vfrict- 
el neve orgen oF the balNisiuN ohiNlviv - the "Luiyo Lai Nihon". 
After the transfer of manayercnt to the olhaloitmwd every effori 
vas mece to publish articies coucernin, increasing rice proauc- 
tion. Tnis elso wus not circulcted ocutsiae tae membership.

ebilostasi I joined the Diperi«l hule Youth «ssocietion. its 

menbership never included uw singié uiiitury men on the accive 

list nor « single influenticl jovernucnt ofiicixui. i wus at 
the time of my joining the essociation on the goneril cifuirs 

games Use ond in Noveaber 1944, IL beciune Chief of the Cuidance 
rench.

connection not only with the miiit. ry but with eny other ver- 
sons.
